What the ob- 
ject of this may be we have not yet been 
able to find out; but we have seen a pair 
of the 4c, rose, wmk. Crown and CA, 
bearing these words in two lines of ordi- 
nary type, in black, and across the lower 
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label, ‘*3 Cents’ on one stamp and ‘3 
Cents” on the other. A simular surcharge 
has been described as existing on the 4c, 
mauve-violet (probably the same error 
eccurs on both), and also one with 
«*Postal— Commission” in italics, and 
the value in words—‘‘Three Cents’’—the 
whole surcharge in this case having been 
found in blue and in biack on the same 
stamp.

patch on the subject must have reached 
the Secretary of State some little time 
ago. The India post office, by the way, 
have a very large stock of the 44% anna 
envelopes, and these will be issued as at 
present, though the stamp will have to 
be printed over at the new rate of 2M 
or 3 annas, as the case may be.” 


Itary.— We have seen the Pacchi 
postale stamps of 10c, 20¢, 50c¢. 75¢, 
1.25 and 1.75, surcharged for use as or- 
dinary stamps of 2c. At the top in two 
lines, ‘“Valevole—per le Stampe;” at the 
bottom, across the value, --C™' = 2," and 
a short line at the sides over the figures 
of value. We are informed by a corre- 
spondent that the 5 lire of last year 1s de- 
monetized and will probably be sur- 
charged 20c.

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EARLY STAMP COLLECTING. 


Have I any reminiscences of early 
stamp collectors that would interest 
modern collectors? Really, Mr. Editor, 
Ido not know. Reminiscences J have 
in plenty, but I fear they are interest- 
ing to me alone. None of them are 
very thrilling to relate, but when we got 
our stamps by hook or crook each had 
its own history, and as we old collectors 
turn over our albums, each stamp 
serves aS a memento of an experience. 
You insist on a story or two! Well 
here is a match stamp, not such an un- 
common one, perhaps, but, once upon a 
time, a certain railroad train rolled me 
down an embankment in a Pullman car. 
The passengers were hanging around 
some hours while the men were putting 
things to rights. The country was not 
so well inhabited then as now and such 
alittle difficulty was not so quickly set 
to rights. All at once we were short af 
matches; nobody could lend us one. 
It was awfully tedious with nothing to 
smoke. About quarter of a mile up 
the muddy country road we saw a 
grocery store. We waded up there and 
bought a big box of matches. On that 
box was an 8&-cent lves matches, and 
that is how that stamp got into my col- 
lection. I assure you [| prize it more 
than if 1 had bought it. Speaking of 
buying, here is a common little con- 
tinenta!, you don’t even put them on 
sheets to-day, but that is the first stamp 
for which, with some others, | ever paid 
money. How is that, you say? Why, 
once upon a time, a certain commussion- 
aire was wandering around the world 
exhibiting the wonders of certain of its 
cities, and, just at the moment we are 
thinking of, was passing through the 
streets of Leipzig with a certain youth, 
who, as that commissionaire had 
learned, had been a stamp collector for 
some years, but had never seen one of 
that eccentric class of people, then re- 
garded as one of the nine wonders of 
the world, who were trying to accumu- 
late a fortune by selling old postage 
stamps. The city was full, then as 
now, of this class of people, and the 
commissionaire led the youth through a 
Jong dark passage and up a winding 
stair into a small] and rather dingy room. 
As a spectacled figure arose from the 


shadows, the guide seemed to be seized 
with a sudden fit of sneezing. In what 
language of the magicians they spoke | 
I shall never know, or why the ‘*tsch,” 
‘tzsch,’”’ “tzsch,” continually interrupted 
his speech, but when we issued forth a 


small pamphlet with the name of 
Zechiesche on its cover and some 


twenty stamps replaced a few small sil- 
ver pieces in my pocket. I had bought 
a stamp for the first time. gotten my 
first printed catalogue, and seen the first 
dealer. Since then I have seen that 
name, which I shall never pronounce, f 
know, on many a catalogue and journal 
and goodly album. Whether it be- 
longed to the man who sold me that 
stamp and its fellows, 1 shall never 
know, but often have { wished that some 
one would be inspired to give us the 
history of such prominent German 
philatelists as the one who owns that 
unpronounceable name. Now, Mr. Edi- 
tor, that’s rather a prosy story to print! 
Is it not? But { very much doubt 
whether Aladin found his trip to the 
treasure chamber where he got the won- 
derful lamp any more exciting than that 
adventure was to me. 


I don’t wonder you say ‘try some- 
thing else." Ah, here’s a stamp with a 
history. Once upon a time, a collector 
gave up collecting, permitted a friend to 
take from his album every stamp that 
the friend did not possess, and betook 
himself to a certain town to pursue his 
studies. Nevertheless, he took with him 
this little book of twenty five leaves, six 
inches long and half as high, its cover 
resplendent with golden letters. Pur- 
chased years before in a Parisian bazar, 
the bargain counter of the time, where 
a thousand articles might be had each 
for less than a franc, it was intended tor 
autographs, though entitled ‘‘album.” 
One by one, just 431 stamps had been 
fastened to its pages, each by its four 
corners, for hinges, ready gummed, 
perforated or die cut were then un- 
known. A matchless collection, truly, 
in its prime, for it then contamed nearly 
everything supposed to be a stamp. A 
copy of the first stamp catalogue ever 
published will tell you about what had 
been there. Now despoiled of many of 
its former glories, it lay neglected in a 
trunk and one day disappeared. Some 
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years later, when the collecting fever 
was again upon him, and his second al- 
bum had received back all the treasures 
once taken from the first, behold, 
among the stock of a dealer, in a foreign 
town, he found the stamp which has 
recalled this story, indisputably our old 
friend, for, like every one of its 431 fel- 
lows, 1t bore on its back and near its 
upper edge the iitials of thé owner. 
Don’t let any be misled into spoiling 
stamps in this way to-day, But when 
the story had been told to that dealer, 
the album was produced, the backs of 
the common stamps that remained in it 
examined, a few pecuniary adjustments 
made, and all the dealer knew of the 
history related. Further investigation 
after that collector had returned to his 
native jand, revealed that the “lady in 
the case’’ was the sweetheart who had 
received a gift of the album. The 
donor—well, peace to his ashes, had met 
an honorable death in his country’s 
cause, notwithstanding the error of his 
boyhood. 

And now, Mr. Editor, if you are not 
already satisfied that my reminiscences 
are not very interesting to modern col- 
lectors, 1 think you will, at least, admit 
that there was quite a different sort of 
interest in the collection of stamps from 
that of to-day in the days when already 
I was An Orp CoLvLector.

A RARE SPAN. 


Few collectors probably are aware 
that there exists a rare error of the first 
issue of the stamps of Saxony, which 
ranks among the greatest rarities. We 
mean the '% ngr. gray 
on éfwe paper, of the 
T&§1 issue. On August 
22d, 1851, a lot of 120 
of these stamps were 
received at the Leipzig 
post office, and before 
the difference was dis- 
covered by the clerks, they had sold 95 
of them to the public. A few days after, 
32 of these stamps were returned to 
Dresden, which had since heen recovered 
from the people who had bought them, 
so that in all there were 63 issued. 

A certain collector in Berlin, Germany, 
is the possessor of a fine copy of this 


rare stamp, on the original letter. There 
are numerous forgeries, some even on 
piece of letter, which, however, bear 
the imprint ‘‘onkel gift’ on the back. 
The stamp which we speak of above is 
on a letter which was forwarded from 
Leipzig to Hof, and as the postage for 
this distance was 2 ngr. it is plain enough 
to understand that on account of the 
color, the difference in value had not 
been noticed. 

It bears a post mark as follows: 
“Leipzig, 16 Aug., 1851;” and on back, 
GU toler, a) BNNs, seats!

A short time ago I had the opportu- 
nity to receive a large number of stamps 
for inspection from the above country, 
of which stamps I make a Specialty, and 
found among them a great number that 
are not catalogued in Meyer's Handbuch. 
First concerning the notice made in the 
above book after No. 98, 1 wish to say 
that I myself was informed while in 
Mexico that the «Anotado” stamps 
of the issues of 1868 and 186g were 
never used on registered letters with 
that surcharge. The notice referred to 
is already contradicted by the fact that 
all the denominations have the surcharge 
while the fee of registration was the 
same, and not six centavos, so that 
there was no occasion to provide this 
value also with the surcharge. The 
Correct explanation of this surcharge, 
however, 1s the following: The first 
edition of the issue of 1872 was sold 
very fast, in fact so fast that the author- 
ities suddenly found the supply exhaust- 
ed and were compelled to provide a 
. provisional issue. The ‘simplest way for 
this would have been to have put the 
balance of the issues of 1868 and 1869 
into circulation again, as, however, a de- 
cree had already been published some 
time before that the stamps of 1868 and 
186g should no longer be accepted as 
pay for postage, the balance of the 
Stamps of 1868-69 that were still in the 
hands of the postal authorities were 
supplied with the imprint « Anotado.”’ 
They were thus again officially put mto 
circulation. The meaning of the word 
‘‘Anotado"' is countermarked, while 
“ Registered ’’ is certificado. 


fssue 1867. “The existence of number 
78, M. H., is to be doubted. I have,

A number of original letters with the 
stamps of the issue of 1856 were put be- 
fore me bearing a black imprint of the 
figure ‘2; the size of this figure varies. 
Although nothing definite could be as- 
certained about this product, the most 
probable view of it is that this figure 
represented the amount of unpaid post- 
age which was to be collected from the 
addressee; consequently it must have 
been a due stamp, 1 have no reason to 
doubt that this figure represents the un- 
paid postage; however, on one of the 
letters a part of it was also stamped on 
the paper of the wrapper, which evi- 
dently proves that this igure was added 
on all short paid letters that were re- 
ceived for transportation through the 
mails. The fact that in nearly every in- 
stance this figure appears in the middle 
of the stamp—although obviously with- 
out intent—cannot do away with my 
doubt in a separate due stamp, espec- 
ially when you take into consideration 
the imprint on the wrapper mentioned 
above. 
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I also possess a number of original 
letters with cut stamps of the issues of 
1856 and 1861; the smaller values are in 
halves, the larger. in quarters. They 
are mentioned in American catalogues 
and are in great demand there. 

It is very difficult if not almost im- 
possible to obtain entirely correct infor- 
mation concerning the stamps of this 
country—the numerous anda exaspera- 
ting revolutions, some of long duration, 
explain in part why no importance was 
attached to the careful preservation and 
registry of the decrees of the postal 
authorities, that had become necessary 
from time to time. 

By personal insight into the various 
decrees put together by the Mexican 
authorities, I have been convinced of 
the incomplete collection of all public 
acts relating to the postal laws of that 
country, as by no means all the issues 
are recorded that have since been proven 
to be authentic. That the Republican 
authorities have also made no record of 
the stamps created by Emperor Maxi- 
millian may be considered as an excusa- 
ble error, for in this case an intentional 
omission is obvious. Nevertheless this 
indicates the condition of the affairs 
of this country, and we may expect that 
a great many things will yet be unearth- 
ed, although this requires critical judg- 
ment, which should not be rejected as 
productions of art.

QUEENSLAND. 


Mr. J. McIntyre has kindly sent us 
the following clipping from the Brisbane 
Courier:—The Postmaster-General has, 
in common with the Postmaster-General 
of most of the Australian colonies, ap- 
proved of a design for a 2¥gd. stamp 
rendered necessary by the new postage 
rates te Great Britain, which it is an- 
ticipated will come into force at the be- 
ginning of next year. The design em- 
bodies the head at present depicted on 
Queensland stamps, but differs in other 
particulars. The colour of the stamp 
isred. Vhe head is contained in a cir- 
cle, with a pinkish background. Over 
the circle in white letters on a band is 
the word ‘*Queensland.’’ The figures 
234d. in white appear in the bottom 


corners, and are very clearly and easily 
seen. Between the figures are the words 
“Two-pence Half-penny,’’ also in white. 
The design of a half-penny stamp has 
also been approved. It was considered 
necessary to have this stamp, owing to 
the proposed introduction of the 24d. 
one, as it was thought it would be con- 
venient in making up even money with 
the other stamp. This stamp will be 
coloured light green, and will be oblong 
in shape. It has the same Queen's head, 
but in an oval, with the word “Queens- 
land” above it, and '%d.in a circle at 
each side. and the words ‘halt’’ under 
one circle and ‘spenny’’ under the other.

VICTORIA. 


Unpaid letter stamps of annexed de- 
sign appeared on the first of November, 
colour brown, with centre in blue. As 
the post-office people will not sell these 


stamps unused, and as they do not seem 
to know how many values have been 
issued, we cannot at present be sure that 
our list is complete. We have seen 1d., 
ad., 4d. and 1s. values, and believe that 
6d. and 2s, stamps have also appeared. 

The following extract is trom the Mel- 
bourne Age of 8th inst.—‘ Specimens of 
the new Victorian postage stamps to be 
used on the introduction of the reduced 
letter postage between Australia and 
Great Britain, were subniutted to the 
Postmaster-General yesterday. Mr. 
Patterson selected for use, out of sam- 
ples printed in various colours, a 2l¢d. 
stamp printed brown on a yellow ground, 
and a 5d. stamp printed brown on a 
white ground. The latter is the most 
artistic, but the former 1s more conspicu- 
ous. The 214d. stamp, which is intend- 
ed to carry half-ounce letters, bears a 
medallion head of Her Majesty the Queen 
towards the right, and or the left of the 
medallion some fern frands, bound with 
a serall labelled ‘Stamp Duty.’ Sur- 
mounting this ornamentation the ward 
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‘Victoria’ is printed, and below the 
head appears the written value ‘ Two- 
pence Half-penny.’ The 5d. stamp, 
intended to-carry one-ounce letters, ex- 
hibits the Queen’s head in the centre of 
the design cnclosed in an oval frame of 
laurel leaves. ‘Victoria’ is printed 
over the medallion, and ‘Five Pence’ 
under it. These stamps were designed 
by Messrs. Troedel & Co. They will be 
printed and circulated before the end of 
the year so as to be available for use on 
the rst January, which is the date upon 
which the reduced postal rates to Great 
Britain come into effect.”

THE VICTORIAN TWO SHILLING 
STAMP. 


1854 TYPE, SURCHARGED ‘* STAMP DUTY.” 


Yo the Eidztor of the Philatetic Monthly: 


Sirn:—In the August number of your 
Journal appears a letter asking if the 
blue two shilling postage stamp of Vic- 
toria (type 2929, Stanley Gibbons & 
Co.'s catalogue) was ever surcharged 
“Stamp Duty.’? In reply to your query 
respecting information about this stamp, 
I can only reiterate what was stated by 
your correspondent, that it is unknown 
to collectors here, in a surcharged state. 
The stamp was engraved by Mr, Samuel 
Calvert, of Melbourne, and was first is- 
sued 2nd September, 1854, in green on 
unwatermarked paper, and on 22d Nov. 
1864,1n blue on yellowish green paper 
watermarked with a single line 2. These 
dates were given to me by the jate Con- 
troller of stamps. Mr, Calvert’s stamp 
continued in use until] June, 1881, when 
it was superceded by the two shilling 
with value in the four corners (type 2920 
in the above named catalogue). The sec- 


oud type was issued with the surcharge 
“Stamp Duty’? in February, 1885, and 
remained current for fifteen months as a 
surcharged stamp, when it was replaced 
by the type at present in use. Although 
the Stamp Duty Act under which cer- 
tain of the postage stamps were over- 
printed came into operation ist January, 
1884, the printing of the postage service 
did not cease until the end of that year 
on account of the delay in providing the 
new values of the duty series. Had Mr. 
Calvert’s stamp been ofhcially over- 
printed “Stamp Duty,’ it would natur- 
ally be inferred that the issue of the first 
and second types was synchronous after 
the Stamp Duties Act came into opera- 
tion, whereas, in January, 1884, the first 
type had been obsolete for two years and 
a half, and the first overprinting did not 
take place until the beginning of 1885. 
There is certainly nothing known here 
of the two shilling postage, first type, 
overprinted ‘Stamp Duty"’ either by 
collectors or the Post Office authorities. 
While on this subject I] may mention 
another stamp which has been chronicled 
in many albums and catalogues, namely 
the three-pence, mauve “Duty Stamp” 
for Victoria of that value, the colour 
being the three-pence ‘“‘Stamp Statute” 
long rect.

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COUNTERFEIT. 


Bovivar, 1863—10 centavos, green. 


A new and very dangerous counterfeit 
of this stamp has been put inthe market 
by a small Tondon dealer. The chief 
marks by which the same may be identi- 
fied are as follows: Inthe genuine stamp 
of this issue the three upper projecting 
points of the shield in the centre are on 
a horizontal line; in the counterfeit the 
right point is considerably lower than the 
others. The Phrygian cap in the centre 
is a total mishap. The lower point of 
the shreld is slightly rounded and exactly 
one millimetre distant from the border 
line in the genuine; in the counterfeit 
this point is very acute and hardly half a 
millimetre from the border. Then the 
stars encircling the shield onght to 
have eight rays. On the imitated stamp 
they have but five or six, and are but 
dimly visible on account of the somewhat 
blurred impression. The genuine stamp 
is printed ina light bluish-green color, 
and the counterfeit displays a pronounced 
bluish-green.

THE JUBILEE ENVELOPE

OBITUARY. 


Diep. Dr. F. T. Outley died in this 
city after a short illness on Saturday, 
December 27, 1890, in his 36th year. 
He was a very promising physician, 
connected with the Mound City Stamp 
Co., of this city, holding the office of 
secretary. 
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In answer to a number of correspond- 
ents, we explain a few terms used by 
collectors; 

1. A stamp is said to be rouletted 
when a line of small slits is cut across the 
sheet between every two stamps without 
removing any of the paper, so that the 
stamps may be torn apart easily. These 
slits are sometimes mere dashes; then 
the stamp is simply said to be rouletted, 
or percé en ligne. Sometimes a colored 
line or a line of colored dashes is printed 
across the sheet where the line of slits is 
to be made; the stamps are then said to 
be “rouletted in colored lines,’? or “rou- 
letted in color,’’ or “percé en couleur’? 
Sometimes the slits are V-shaped; the 
stamp is then said to have a saw-toothed 
perforation, or to be “percé en scie.” 
Sometimes the slits are merely small 
holes pricked in the paper without re- 
moying any of it; the stamps are then 
said to be “pin perforated:’’ and finally 
the stamps are separated by holes cut 
out of the paper, and are then said to be 
“perforated.” The number of slits or 
holes in a distance of two millimetres is 
counted, and accordingly the stamp is 
said to be perforated eight, nine, ten, 
twelve, etc., etc. 

To tell the difference between an en- 
graved anda lithographed stamp, one 
requires a little experience. A stamp is 
said to be engraved when the lines that 
appear in color in the impression are cut 
into the plate. Consequently the paper, 
when pressed on the plate, is slightly 
raised under the colored lines, but gen- 
erally such stamps are afterwards press- 
ed so that the raised lines are flattened 
out. Stamps that are lithographed are 
printed on stones, on which the designs 
are only drawn or printed with a peculiar 
pencil or ink; an acid is then poured 
over the stone, which slightly eats away 
the parts not covered by the colored 
lines of the design. Stamps so printed 
have a smooth, shiny appearance when 
new, and can easily be told after a little 
experience. Many stamps are now typo- 
graphed, that is the colored lines are 


produced by lines raised on the plate 
just as in ordinary printers’ type. When 
this work is fine, such stamps cannot al- 
ways be told from engraved stamps, both 
being really engraved and differing only 
in that what are cailed engraved stamps 
are printed from plates on which the 
colored lines are depressed, as we have 
said, and typographed stamps are print- 
ed from plates on which the colored lines 
are raised. 

2. To explain all the defferences be- 
tween the diesof the United States enve- 
lope stamps would require a long article, 
and the collector should collect some of 
the numerous works treating of U. S. en- 
velopes. Lefore he can tell whether a 
stamp is printed from a retouched die, 
he must be familiar with the impression 
from the original die. 

Ordinary paper is a wove paper. The 
term properly applies to a paper without 
the smooth surface of writing papers, 
such as newspapers are printed on. A 
Wove paper is a paper which when held 
up to the light appears like cloth, show- 
ing alternating light and dark dats. A 
laid paper when held up to the light 
shows alternating light and dark parallel 
lines, generally crossed at intervals by 
broader light lines, 

3. Wecannot attempt to illustrate in 
color the difference between the various 
colored papers on which U.S. envelopes 
are printed, and even if we should make 
the attempt, the shades are so various 
that the illustrations would do little 
good. Any stationer will tell you the 
difference between manilla, amber and 
fawn. Buff is the old name for all amber 
and yellow and fawn shades used. At 
any post office you ought to be able to 
obtain a sample of each kind of paper on 
which U. S. envelopes are made, and by 
comparing your envelopes with these 
you can soon learn to distinguish them,

A NEW COUNTERFEIT. 


Some of the same parties who recently 
circulated some sheets of a bogus issue 
of the American Philatelist, have recently 
sent out an imitation of the last of the 
series of the Metropolitan Philatelist. By 
comparison with the previously issued 
numbers of the series, it appears that 
the genius has the same lettering as the 
former ones, while in the imitation the 
lettering on the face is all in slighter, 
thinner letters,except the word*‘contents” 
which is in much too heavy letters. The 
present number is dated January, 1891, 
and countermarked John Walter Scott, 
which is not very well rendered on the 
‘imitation.” An examination of the 
paper reveals that the genuine is much 
“stronger” in quality, as the imitation 
is rather “thin.” We understand that 
the next number to be issued will be 
surcharged in red. 
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Mr. Millard F. Walton will take the 
entire management of the Quaker City 
Philatelist, beginning with the January 
number. Many improvements will be 
made by him and Philadelphians may 
again be proud of their paper.

We understand, upon reliable author- 
ity, that the pence issues of New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia have been lately 
reprinted, but that both the rare shillings 
are in such a totally different shade from 
the originals, that the merest tyro can 
with ease distinguish the reprints. It 
is a pity. 


One of the individuals who has been 
selling the forged Ceylon stamps in Bel- 
gium and Holland has been giving ficti- 
tious addresses, one of which is, ‘J. 
Oldenson, 41 Priory, Liverpool.” 


An establishment in Vienna is uow ad- 
vertising parcels of cloth for gentlemen’s 
trousers, “in exchange for old postage 
stamps.” 


Apropos of the Leeward Islands, I 
learn from a West Indian correspondent 
that though it had been intended not to 
issue the new stamps until the old issue 
was quite exhausted, the project was not 
—and, in fact, could not be—strictly 
adhered to. Consequently, one or two 
of the islands have a snug stock of 
stamps left on hand. Now then, dealers, 
don’t ali speak at once! 


After being without a stamp paper for 
nearly a year Chicago will come to the 
front once more with two good journals, 
the Am. Pazlatelis? and Stamp Collector. 


Foor old West Indies, how art thou 
fallen !—in a purely philatelic sense, of 
course. The two groups—Leeward 
Islands and Windward Islands—which 
have hitherto boasted stamps for each of 
the principal) [slets comprising them, are 
now to make one stamp go round the 
whole family. Virgin Islands, Antigua, 
St. Christopher, Dominica, Nevis, Mont- 
serrat—none of these will furnish any 
fresh designs for our albums ; henceforth 
they will goon one page headed “Leeward 
Islands,” similary with the Islands of the 
Windward group. I have seen sets of 
the new stamps but I cannot bring my- 
self to “enthuse” over them. They are 
not unlike our present issue English in 
general design, and I fear that is not say- 
ing a great deal for them. Thev are 
available for both postage and revenue, 
which is a new thing in the West Indies. 


Various correspondents inform us that 
a man named Krippner, in Freiberg, 
Germany, has been arrested for making 
and selling stamps with forged perfora- 
tions, forged postmarks, &c., &c., and ts 
now under lock and key. They manage 
these things very well in Germany. 


The report of Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker, which was submitted to 
Congress on December Ist, contained 
considerable matter of interest to Phil- 
atelists. In this report it is claimed that 
Mr. Wanamaker saved the Government 
$400,000 on the contracts for stamped 
envelopes, and that is considerable of a 
saving. The growth of the department 
is shown by the increase of the revenue 
during the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
18go, the amount being over $5,000,000. 
The extension of the postal svstem dur- 
ing the year is unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the department, the imcreased 
mileage during the year being 16,500,000 
miles or about one mile for every four of 
our population. The report dwells at 
great length on the matter of the postal 
telegraph, giving the full plan and show- 
ing that the Postmaster has given the 
matter a great deal of attention. Under 
his plan the price of telegrams would be 
one-half cent a word or twenty words for 
ten cents. The day is probably not far 
distant when we will see a postal tele- 
graph system in operation in this country. 
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We have to warn our readers against 
some rather dangerous imitations of the 
magenta Mauritius, Britannia type with- 
out indication of value; the specimens 
we have seen are not quite of the genu- 
ine shade, but they might deceive col- 
lectors who have no genuine specimens 
at hand for comparison. We have rea- 
son to believe that these are produced 
from the common é/#e stamps of the 
same type by some chemical process ; 
possibly a few months’ sojourn ‘‘on the 
ocean bed”’ may have had something to 
do with it; they may have suffered, as 
Shakespeare remarks, 

‘*A sea change, 

Into something rich and strange.’’ 

The paper is that of the later printing, 
to which the 4éve belongs, not that of 
the magenta issue, and the postmarks, 
which have been rashly applied to some 
copies, are equally incorrect.

A few such 
examples as this will put an end to the 
roguery of boys, who think that if they 
are caught they will escape on account 
of their youth. 


The Austrian Exhibition did better 
than the London, from a financial point 
of view.
